!• Your contents' analysis dated 13 April was passed to CAMLST 
through OAjHEF* In view of CAJCLET's excessive sensitiveness in matters 
laq)lnglng upon his journalistic Independence ^ CAMISB has taken it upon 
herself to present your views as her own* In this manner she can 
elicit CAXI^T's opinions on contentious Issues without giving an in* 
dicatlon that strictures emanated from an American source* 

2 * The following observations are keyed to your memorandum of 
13 April 19491 

Re para 6 a — It Is correct that more mention sbpuld have 
been made of new facts bearing on Soviet trial techniques. We shall 
endeavor to publish reports of this type In the most factual manner* 

Re para 6 b It was impossible to make any propaganda 
for a new Relchsbanner because the Western Allies would never allow 
the SPD to form a paramilitary organization* It would be silly. to 
try something In the Eastern Zone which is not even permitted In the 
Western Zones* But It was exactly this article which made the greatest 
iB^resslon on the readers (we received a great number of anon3rmous 
letters concerning it)* They were happy Just to be reminded of old 
glories and to hear that the old comrades are still there. The value 
of this article may be called , "purely sentimer' but it is not to 
be underestimated* 

Re paras 7 and 8 — From what we heard from our men in the 
.Soviet Zone, we are of a different oplnloru There are two reasons 
we stress "atrbclty" storlesl. *0 
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1) Tb* Infltnnee of the dally propaganda spraad by 
Soviet oon trolled aewapapers and radio stations on how vonderftil 
things are and especially are going to be In the Soviet Zone and 

In the Soviet orbit, oust be eoontered. Soae people — and especially 
the yoimg — are Inclined to believe at least part of It. Perhaps 
they think that only their onn torn Is behind and has the wrong nen 
as leaders. They have to be told that It Is the sane bad thing every- 
where in the Bast and they have to see It printed . 

2) The readers know, of course, that oar paper Is 
Illegal and Is eoalng froa Berlin. They are relieved to see that we 
in Berlin and in the Vest are Infomed on Russian and Coaaunlst terror 
and denounce It again and again and don't forget their alsery. If we 
would neglect these stories they would think us either not well InforsMd 
or not caring too aueh about how terrible their life Is. 

It is r;.thar difficult to report Instances of active re- 
sistance. If the resistance people are still at large they might be 
endangered and If they are caught their ezaapl<t Is not too encouraging.
